ENGLAND boss 
Roy Hodgson has 
backed the experi¬ 
ment with goal-line 
technology in 
today’s Wembley 
friendly with 
Belgium. 

Although the sys¬ 
tem will not be 

operational in the sense of results 
being sent back to referee Peter 
Rasmussen, it will be a crucial part 
of a debate that may result in FIFA 
sanctioning the use of a system to 
rule on whether the ball has crossed 
the line when they meet in July. 

Like most managers, Hodgson is a 
strong advocate of the game using 
modern techniques to get better 
results. 

And he has described today’s test - 
which follows the first Hawk-Eye 
testing at the recent 
Hampshire Senior Cup 
final at St Mary’s - as 
“a step forward”. 

“It is another 
advance technologi¬ 
cally and one which I 
hope will prove suc¬ 
cessful and will at 
least banish csome 
of the ghosts of the 
past,” he said. 

“The debate has gone on for quite 
a while now, hasn't it? 

“I don’t think there are too many 
people in football who have too 
many objections to goal-line tech¬ 
nology because there is nothing 
worse than losing a game because a 
goal you scored has been disallowed 
when everybody can see afterwards 
that it was a goal.”

Liebherr Cup 
line-up 

SAINTS will play Arsenal and 
Glasgow Rangers in this year’s 
Markus Liebherr Memorial Cup. 

The pre-season tournament will 
take place at St Mary’s on Saturday, 
July 14, when the Olympic torch 
relay will also pass through the sta¬ 
dium. 

Arsenal’s attendance, which was 
exclusively revealed in the Daily 
Echo last month, is part of the deal 
which saw Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain 
move to the Emirates last summer. 

The tournament sees the three 
teams compete against each other in 
a series of round-robin 45-minute 
matches, with ties decided by spot 
kicks. Three points are awarded for 
a win, two for a victory on penalties 
and one for defeat in a shoot-out. 

The first match, between Saints 
and Rangers, will kick-off at 5.15pm, 
with the Olympic torch due in the 
stadium at 6.20pm.

LEE Holmes insists his time as 
a Saints player will live with 
him for the rest of his life. 

The winger’s four-year stay at 
Southampton comes to an end this 
summer, with the club having 
announced they are releasing him. 

There is no bitterness at being let 
go from Holmes - one of the most 
decent and honourable players 
you will meet - simply a slight 
sense of sadness. 

That has been tempered by the 
two-year deal he has agreed with 
League One side Preston, which 
kicks in on July 1. 

But the 25-year-old admits it is 
still difficult to leave the club 
where he grew both as a player 
and a person. 

“Obviously, I’m sad to be leav¬ 
ing,” he says. “There are a lot of 
good friends that I’ve built up over 
the last four years. 

“I’ve become quite close with a 
lot of the lads, so it’s sad to be end¬ 
ing that, and with the club getting 
to the Premiership, I won’t be a 
part of all that either. 

“But, at the same time, I want to 
go and achieve things and build on 
my career. 

“The friendships I have built at 
Southampton are something I will 
take with me for the rest of my life. 

“I always feel I made the right 
choice and, even though I didn’t 
play as much as I wanted, I became 
a better player and a better person 
and, in life, that’s an achievement 
in itself.” 

If there is one disappointment in 
his time as a Saint, it is the amount 
he actually played. 


So cruel was Holmes’ luck with 
injuries that you sometimes won¬ 
dered if he didn’t just cross a black 
cat at some point in his life, but 
actually ran a couple of them over. 

After signing on a free transfer 
from boyhood club Derby in sum¬ 
mer 2008, he started life at Saints - 
then under the leadership of Jan 
Poortvliet - impressively. 

But six weeks after the start of 
the season, during a game at QPR, 
he suffered medial ligament dam¬ 
age in his right knee, sidelining 
him for three months. 

“That’s one game that sticks in 
my mind,” reflects Holmes. 

“It was a pretty bad injury and, 
after that, I was always trying to 
play catch up with the season and 
get back into people’s plans. 

“That does stick in my mind as a 
massive turning point in how my 
career went. But, likewise, there 
was still three more years left.” 

Holmes returned just before 
Christmas, but lasted just one 
month before blowing out his knee 
again, this time away to Norwich, 
in new manager Mark Wotte’s first 
game in charge, prematurely end¬ 
ing his season. 

By the time he next played, Alan 
Pardew had taken over as first- 
team boss, and Holmes struggled 
to break into the new man’s plans, 
featuring just eight times in 
2009/10. 

Under Nigel Adkins (pictured 
right), he appeared to have a 
brighter future, playing fairly reg¬ 
ularly in the first few months of 
the 2010/11 campaign. 

But Holmes was dealt another 





devastating blow when 
he broke down with an 
ankle injury in a sec¬ 
ond round FA Cup i 
game against 

Cheltenham. The rest of 
his season was effective¬ 
ly written off. 

“The last injury 
was a massive : 
massive 
blow 
because I 
thought I 
had got 
to a 
point 
where I 
was in 
Nigel’s 
plans,” 
explains 
Holmes. 

“I was 
back to 
my best 
and for that

At one point, it appeared as 
though Holmes’ career itself 
could be in the balance. But 
he once again battled back to 
fitness. 

“To have had the massive 
ankle injury, and going through 
the heartache of rehab, not 
knowing whether things 
would get better or if I 
would play again, and 
to then come 
through it on the 
other side was 
i incredible,” he 
I says.

# But the med- 
ical staff did 
an amazing 
^ 7 job with me. 
“The medical 



staff at Southampton are probably 
up there with the best in the coun¬ 
try. 

“For me to be on the bench at 
Plymouth when we got promoted 
(from League One) was an achieve¬ 
ment in itself. 

“I was never meant to be back 
until Christmas, so to return in 
five or six months was a big 
moment for me and my family.” 

With Saints having won promo¬ 
tion to the Championship with a 
settled team, and new additions on 
the way, it was always going to be 
tough for Holmes to break back in. 

Despite the occasional appear¬ 
ance, including scoring in a 4-0 
home win over Watford just after 
his wife gave birth to the couple’s 
baby boy, he was sent out on loan 
in the second half of the campaign, 
first to Oxford United and then 
Swindon, who he helped win pro¬ 
motion out of League Two. 

On his return to St Mary’s, he 
was informed his contract would 
not be renewed.

wasn’t much that he didn’t see - 
four different managers, adminis¬ 
tration, relegation, a Wembley cup 
win and two promotions. 

As well as the injuries, the raft of 
managerial changes didn’t help his 
chances. 

“With different managers come 
different opinions,” says Holmes. 

“Going through that many man¬ 
agers in that short a period is 
tough, and it’s a difficult thing to 
go through.” 

Just as hard was the period of 
administration in 2009. Holmes, 
though, has a positive outlook on 
that otherwise depressing saga. 

“Sometimes when that happens, 
when a club goes down to its foun¬ 
dations, you can only build 
upwards, and that’s what has hap¬ 
pened,” he says. 

“In the long term, you would 
probably say it was one of the best 
things that happened to 
Southampton in that period, 
because it triggered the new own¬ 
ers to come in and move it for¬ 
ward.”

Holmes expects the rise to contin¬ 
ue. 

“The club is only going to go 
onwards and upwards,” he says. 
“There’s a passion behind the 
scenes that means they won’t stop 
until they achieve what they want. 
“I think there is going to be a 
time where Southampton 
will be a force to be reck¬ 
oned with in English 
football. 

“In the next five 
years, I expect them 
to be right up there 
with the best of

“You look at the 
passion and backing 
behind the club, and the 
infrastructure involved, 
and I can’t see why not,” 


he says. “Look at the clubs in the 
Premier League who are all fight¬ 
ing for European spots. 

“I can’t see why Southampton 
can’t get right up there with them 
in the next couple of years. 

“I’m not saying it will be next 
season, but definitely in the next 
few years.” 

Even the Champions League isn’t 
out of the question, according to 
Holmes. 

“Long term, I think you could 
only look to strive for that,” he 
says. 

“I think the long term goals 
between everyone in the club are 
that they are looking for the high¬ 
est achievement in football. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if there 
isn’t a plan in place for that to hap¬ 
pen in the next five years, or 
maybe a little bit longer.” 

With Adkins at the helm, Holmes 
believes anything is possible. 

“I’ve got nothing but good words 
to say about Nigel,” he says. 

“Since he came in, I have grown a 
lot as a player and I have learnt a 
lot. 

“I think the way he deals with 
players is very good. 

“He gets his point across very 
quickly and the lads all seem to be 
buying into it, and that’s why they 
are doing so well. 

“His record of promotions speaks 
for itself. 

“He’s got one of the best CVs for 
promotions there is in English 
football. 

“You look at a manager such as 
Paul Lambert and people will treat 
him as one of the best British man¬ 
agers around. 

“I can’t see why Nigel can’t be the 
same.” 

Holmes is also confident Saints’ 
squad has many of the building 
blocks in place to be successful in 
the top flight. 

TOP PLAYER 

“I think Rickie Lambert undoubt¬ 
edly will do well in the 
Premiership,” he says. “I think 
he’s got all the attributes you need 
to be a top player there. 

“He’s so clever, he’s a great fin¬ 
isher and throughout his career 
he’s just banged goals in, and I 
can’t see that will be any different 
next season. 

“Adz [Adam Lallana, pictured 
left], for him to have done what 
he’s done this season, with all the 
pressure on him, he’s obviously a 
special talent. 

“There’s no question he will 
achieve big things next season. 

“But I could go through the 
whole team. They all deserve to be 
Premier League players and I 
don’t see why they all can’t play a 
part next season and have a big 
impact. 

“I think Match of the Day will be 
talking about them a lot. 

“They’re all winners, and I can’t 
see them not doing well.” 

Holmes, who made 43 appear¬ 
ances and scored three goals for 
Saints, added: “I can honestly say 
I’ve never been involved in a 
squad and a club that’s so close. 

“Everyone gets along really well, 
not only in the team, but also in a 
sense of wives and partners. 

“There’s a real connection 
between everyone, and that speaks 
volumes about what’s happened in 
the club in the last few years. 

“I have never been involved in 
something that felt so special - and 
that’s one massive thing I’m going 
to miss.” 


Rodgers aims 
to end wait 

BRENDAN Rodgers has become the latest 
Liverpool manager to attempt to end the club’s 
long wait for league glory. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks at those who 
have tried and failed to lead the Reds to the 
title since Kenny Dalglish last achieved the feat 
in 1990. 

RONNIE MORAN (caretaker): Dalglish resigned 
in 1991 and former Liverpool player Moran 
stepped up from the bench and took over on a 
temporary basis. He managed for only 10 games 
but was in charge again in 1992 when Graeme 
Souness was in hospital for heart surgery. 

GRAEME SOUNESS: The Scot's time at 
Liverpool saw the club suffer one the bleakest 
spells in the club's history. In his autobiography 
Souness revealed several of the senior players 
‘lacked desire’. A1992 FA Cup final win over 
Sunderland was arguably the high point of his time 
at Anfield, which ended in early 1994. 

ROY EVANS: Another former player, Evans took 
over after the departure of Souness and made 
several key additions to the side, while giving more 
first team opportunities to the likes of Steve 
McManaman, Jamie Redknapp and Robbie 
Fowler. Managed only a League Cup win in 1995 
and left in late 1998. 

ROY EVANS AND GERARD HOULLIER: In 

1998 Houllier joined Evans and they became joint 
managers. The partnership was not a success and 
Evans resigned in the November leaving Houllier in 
sole charge. 

GERARD HOULLIER: In his six years at the 
club Houllier reinvented Liverpool with an array of 
new signings and in his second full season - 2000- 
01 - the Reds won the UEFA Cup, FA Cup and 
League Cup. However, the Frenchman lost the 
support of fans towards the end of his reign and 
left the club in May 2004. 

RAFAEL BENITEZ: In his first year at the club 
Liverpool finished fifth in the Premier League but 
won the Champions League after beating AC 
Milan 3-2 in a penalty shoot-out. Benitez left the 
club in 2010 after Liverpool failed to qualify for 
European football's top club competition. 

ROY HODGSON: Hodgson took charge when 
Liverpool was for sale and his role was to steady 
the ship. His appointment was met with a mixed 
response from fans and media and at the turn of 
the year, Liverpool had their lowest points total 
since 1953-54. He left the club in January 2011 by 
mutual consent. 

KENNY DALGLISH: The former Reds manager 
made a return to the club after Hodgson's depar¬ 
ture and it was the appointment the fans longed 
for. Dalglish led Liverpool to their first trophy in six 
years - the League Cup - in February but they fin¬ 
ished eighth in the Premier League, 17 points 
adrift of the top four. An FA Cup final appearance 
was not enough to save Dalglish, who was sacked 
on May 16.

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CMJ: A Cricketing Life

Given the game’s multiple idiosyn¬ 
crasies, it seems that cricket is, rightly, 
among the sports most heavily populat¬ 
ed with abbreviated, but easily-recog- 
nisable, forms of players, officials and 
reporters’ names (Johnners, Beefy, 
Aggers etc). 

Naturally enough, it follows that one of 
the most famed TMS characters should 
name his memoirs CMJ. 

Christopher Martin-Jenkins, he of the 
mellifluous voice, fine cricket writing and 
sometimes willing foil for co-commenta- 
tors such as Henry Blofeld, has been 
around cricket for all of his working life. 

His memoirs are laden with tales of 
cricketing folk and their occasionally 
quirky ways, but he’s not afraid to 
express opinions on matters as far- 
ranging as television’s obsession with 
football, the changing nature of Ashes 
duels and the debilitating impact 
match-fixing is having on the game. 

Educated at Marlborough College and 
Cambridge (where he was a contempo¬ 
rary of historian David Starkey), CMJ 
appeared destined to become a cricket 
writer from the moment he was inter¬ 
viewed by EW Swanton for the post as 
assistant to the deputy editor of The 
Cricketer. 

A talented all-rounder (he scored his 
first 50 at Lord’s in 1972), CMJ later 
moved to the BBC where he would 
eventually become a household name. 

The list of people (and accompanying 
anecdotes or pithy, descriptive one-lin¬ 
ers) with 
whom he has 
worked reads 
like a sporting 
Who’s Who. 

Several, 
such as Colin 
Milburn and 
Henry 

Blofeld, stand 
out, the for¬ 
mer for 
almost drink¬ 
ing a Medit¬ 
erranean 
cruise ship 
dry, the latter for being Blowers - a man 
who invariably turned up at the start of 
a new cricket season and announced 
he had fallen in love. 

Again. 

Though primarily a sports fan (he’s a 
keen golfer), CMJ despairs at what he 
calls the “pernicious Premier League” 
which, he maintains, “tends to swallow 
all in its over-hyped wake.” 

He has a point - as he does when 
asking why the BBC has jettisoned its 
original brief to ‘inform, educate and 
entertain’ and replaced it with a celebri¬ 
ty-based obsession. 

CMJ writes extraordinarily well, 
engaging readers with a lightness of 
touch which allows him to accommo¬ 
date everything from amusing anec¬ 
dotes to trenchant opinion. 

His memoir has the feel of a conver¬ 
sation held with someone during a 
cricket match, a chat alternating 
between tales of exasperation and sto¬ 
ries of sporting prowess. 

It’s exactly as a memoir should be.

WITH the season ticket prices 
now finally out, next season is 
starting to take shape. 

I may be in a minority of one but 
I’m not worried about the increas¬ 
es in the slightest. 

It’s a sign that Southampton 
Football Club is serious in main¬ 
taining its rise and becoming a 
sustainable, viable business. 

I’m often criticised for mention¬ 
ing the rabble down the road in 
my articles, but it’s hard not to 
when they’re the ying to our yang. 

We can’t rightly mock them for 
their lack of any kind of sustain¬ 
able business plan and then 
expect the Leibherrs to foot the 
bill for our Premiership adven¬ 
ture. 

If we’re to become the sort of 
football club we all aspire to be 
then it will cost. 

And if we don’t want to end up 
like Portsmouth, then price 
increases will become a necessity. 

There is then, the obvious worry 
that the working man/woman 
will get priced out of football and 
it will become a soulless corporate 
vacuum, full of people who have 
the money but not necessarily the 
gumption to enjoy football. 

The main issue here is that, in a 
recession, is anything a “must 
buy”? 

When I was a season ticket hold¬ 
er, I went ten years without miss¬ 
ing a single game. 

A house and other such adult 
pursuits later, and football 
slipped down the ladder of priori¬ 
ties as I found more pressing uses 
for my hard earned cash. 

Concession 

I don’t have a season 
ticket any more and there 
were five home games 
that I missed last sea¬ 
son. 

As such, a season tick¬ 
et is just too much of a 
commitment when I can’t 
guarantee I can make 
every home game. 

It’s a concession I’ve made - I 
can’t get to every game at home 
but I still need to go to football on 
a regular basis. 

Football is not compulsory. 

Tribal yes, but compulsory no. 

And as such, we have it in us to 
not go to games if finances require 
it. 

We can’t really complain about 
price increases when you could 
just not got to two or three games 
and not suffer the difference in 
prices from last year to this. 

I’ll just bypass a couple of games 
and budget my football that way. 

The harsh truth is that, for 
many of us, football just isn’t as 
much as priority as it once was. 

The saturation of Sky coverage 
means that we can still miss a few 
games a season and still see Saints 
play live. 

The live experience is fast 
becoming more of a treat rather 
than a right. 

Lessons have to be learned from 
our last time in the Premiership 
and the players we look to sign. 

The scatter gun approach of the 
Lowe era reaped some benefits 
when we unearthed a few dia¬ 
monds at a bargain price. 

But when you remember that 
transfers in equalled transfers 
out, and bear in mind we had 
more than a few big money trans¬ 
fers out, we must have given away 



an awful lot of players. 

We simply have to be more care¬ 
ful with our money. 

The crazy season would seem to 
already be with us with £7m being 
quoted for Jay Rodriguez from 
Burnley. 

It may be a huge sum but 
Rodriguez is a highly rated young 
English starlet whose value might 
increase threefold should he get 
Premiership experience and do 
well. 

Who would have thought that 
Andy Carroll would be worth 
£35m after his first season at 
Newcastle? 

I still don’t think he is, but I 
don’t set transfer standards. 


Clubs with more money than 
sense do. 

Jay Rodriguez could prove to be 
a massive bargain. 

What is certain is that Saints 
have to look at players other clubs 
aren’t. 

Massive rewards 

As such, Raidi Jaidi’s role in 
seeking young African talent 
could prove to be the club’s 
shrewdest move yet. 

Previous World Cups have 
shown that Africa is a hotbed of 
raw young talent. 

Tap into it and the rewards 
could be massive. 


In short, I don’t care if Saints put 
the prices of tickets up as long as 
the ambition they show in the 
ticket prices is reflected in the 
quality of the players they sign. 

I’m not interested in former 
Bolton, Wolves or Blackburn 
players. 

I’ll be more excited at players 
that have slipped past the atten¬ 
tion of the big boys and has them 
cursing their luck at missing the 
diamonds in the rough that 
Southampton have acquired to 
mould into the finished article. 

The academy is in place, the 
search for young African talent is 
in full swing and the best squad in 
the Championship is about to test

FOR all the promoted clubs, 
this summer break will be a 
busy period for their respec¬ 
tive managers. 

It is a well-known fact that when 
promotion is achieved new faces 
will have to be brought in to help 
establish the team in its new sur¬ 
roundings. 

Obviously, my thoughts turned 
to Southampton and what they 
may need now, as they progress 
into the Premier League. 

Having seen little of them last 
season, it is difficult for me to cate¬ 
gorically state where they need 
strengthening, although I have 
had plenty of advice from a num¬ 
ber of supporters as to their 
requirements. 

Where I can speak with authori¬ 
ty, though, is on the Premier 
League. 

Fortunately, for a number of 
years, I have been able to watch 
every top-flight match over a 
weekend here in South Africa and 
been able to judge the strengths 
and weaknesses of many players. 

Specifically, I am looking at those 
who, for various reasons, have 
been given free transfers from 
their clubs. 

Now, I’m the last person to sug¬ 
gest Saints should bring in this 
player or that player, but what I 
have done is observe who is avail¬ 
able should Nigel Adkins be look¬ 
ing for another striker or two, on 
top of the likely arrival of Jay 
Rodriguez. 

Most clubs like to have depth in 
that department, and there are 
three names that have emerged 
who might not necessarily start 
every game but could play their 
part in a long season. 


BARGAIN 

Michael Owen, who is still only 
32, may be an option in the finish¬ 
ing department. 

Although injuries curtailed his 
availability at Manchester United, 
a fit Owen, whose goalscoring 
record is second to none, may be 
an option. 

His statement concerning his 
future suggests he still believes 
playing at the highest level is not 
beyond his capabilities. 

Looking at his achievements, if 
he could produce just a third of 
the success he has had at a 
number of big clubs then 1 
signing would be a bar¬ 
gain. 

Owen started his career 
as a teenager at 
Liverpool, scoring 158 
goals in 297 appear¬ 
ances, before he 
moved to Spain to 
play at Real Madrid. 

In the 2004/05 sea¬ 
son in La Liga he still 
managed 14 goals in 
40 appearances.

due to injury problems, scoring 30 
goals in 79 games over a four-year 
period.

Sir Alex Ferguson then signed 
him on a free transfer in 2009, with 
the Scotsman appreciating Owen’s 
goalscoring ability. 

In three seasons at Old Trafford, 
he only competed in 52 games but 
still managed a creditable 17 goals. 

During his period in the game, 
his international career blossomed 
and, in 89 appearances for 
England, he scored a 
remarkable 40 goals. 
Injuries apart, he would 
have gone on to be the 
country’s greatest ever 
goalscorer. 

Perhaps if Saints 
are looking for 
another big target 
man, Aston 
Villa’s Emile 
Heskey may 
come into con¬ 
sideration. 

The 34-year-old, 
who has been 
released by Villa, 
joined the club in 
2009 from 

Wigan. 

He has been 
plagued by 
Achilles problems 
last season, but 
returned to action 
in the latter part of 
the campaign. 


Heskey made his name at 
Leicester, where he signed as a 
trainee, scoring 46 times in 175 
appearances, before moving to 
Liverpool for £llm in 2000. 

His four-year stay at Anfield gave 
him a return of 60 goals in 177 
appearances. 

Transfers to Birmingham and 
Wigan followed, before his last 
move to the Midlands. 

A big, bustling striker, who could 
lead the line and bring others into 
the game, Heskey never quite lived 
up to his potential. But, if fit, he 
could come in and do a job. 

RELEGATED 

Perhaps his international career 
sums up that potential and the 
question mark that has hung over 
him throughout his time in the 
game - in 62 full caps, he managed 
just a miserly seven goals. 

Nigerian Yakubu may have 
played his last game for a relegated 
Blackburn Rovers. 

The 29-year-old has declared that 
he is not keen to ply his trade in 
the Championship. 

In a disappointing season for 
Rovers, the one bright element was 
the goalscoring form shown by the 
former Everton striker. 

His 17 league goals, including two 
in a 3-2 victory over Manchester 


United, coupled with his availabili¬ 
ty would surely bring a few inter¬ 
ested clubs to the table. 

A transfer fee would be required 
here, though, as Yakubu still has 
two years left to run on his Ewood 
Park contract. 

But he is an established Premier 
League striker, and it doesn’t sur¬ 
prise me that newly-promoted 
Reading are showing an interest. 

Any club securing his services 
will also take note that his coun¬ 
try, Nigeria, left him out of their 
squad for their forthcoming inter¬ 
national matches. 

Yakubu is currently in close 
neighbours Zimbabwe, playing in 
former Portsmouth teammate 
Benjani’s testimonial match. 

As I indicated, the players men¬ 
tioned above are just my observa¬ 
tions on the current transfer mar¬ 
ket. 

All supporters will be keenly 
looking forward to the upcoming 
season and waiting in anticipation 
for new faces to arrive - and Saints 
fans will be no different. 

I will also be waiting for the 
release of the fixtures for next sea¬ 
son, which are due on June 18. 

Hopefully Saints’ first home 
game will bring some quality oppo¬ 
sition, as I intend to be there for 
kick-off.

NEWLY-PROMOTED Sydenhams 
Premier champions Winchester City 
are looking to add another Isle of 
Wight talent to their ranks. 

But centre-back Patrick Wilson is 
not an Islander born and bred. 

The Canadian central defender has 
had a globe-trotting career, taking in 
stops in the USA, Belgium and 
Hungary en route to pitching up in 
Ryde and playing for Cowes Sports in 
Sydenhams Division One last term. 

Winchester already have several 
loW-based players on their books - 
notably ex-Saint Tom Dunford, Charlie 
Smeeton and Alek Przespolewski - 
and when owner Paul McCarthy and 
manager Guy Butters caught wind of 
Wilson’s pedigree, they didn’t hesitate 
to invite him for trials.

But although the City owner will be 
pulling out all the stops to win the 
Southern Division One South & West 
at the first time of asking, he ranks 
Tom Kilhck’s beaten play-off finalists 
Poole Town as favourites for the 
crown. 

Poole, who won three successive 
Wessex titles prior to promotion, 
announced their arrival back on the 
Southern League scene by finishing 
runners-up to champions Bideford last 
term.

Gosport had scraped through their 
semi-final 1-0 against ten-man Sholing, 
who themselves experienced the 
heartbreak of losing the play-off final 
at home to Frome Town in 2010/11. 

It meant three of last season’s four 
semi-finalists were former Wessex 
clubs - and McCarthy foresees more 
south coast domination ahead. 

“I’d say Poole are next season’s title 
favourites, but Sholing won’t be far 
behind,” he predicted. 

“I get on really well with (Sholing 
boss) Dave Diaper. He’s a great bloke 
and very helpful. 

“Like Poole, they went through the 
turmoil of getting close to promotion 
and missing out and it must have been 
draining. 

“But I’d expect both Poole and 
Sholing to be up there again next year 
and hopefully we’ll be with them. 

“But we’d probably start behind 
those two. They’d be ahead of us with 
the bookies.” 


According to McCarthy, the mini¬ 
mum requirement for Winchester 
next season will be to maintain their 
Southern League status.

Although the league constitution has 
still to be ratified, the provisional 
Southern One South & West line-up 
sees Winchester joined by Hellenic 
runners-up Shortwood United and 
Western League champions Merthyr 
Town in the rise from Step 5. 

Dropping down from Step 3 are rele¬ 
gated trio Cirencester Town, Evesham 
United and Swindon Supermarine. 

Having presided over Winchester’s 


galling relegation three years ago 
when they staged a miracle escape 
only to be docked points for fielding an 
ineligible player, McCarthy is proud to 
see the cathedral city club back where 
they belong. 

“It’s going to be a great season. I can’t 
wait,” he smiled. “We’re all up for it 
and really looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge. 

“Our pitch will be much better next 
season. We’re lucky enough to have a 
groundman, Ian, who also works for 
Saints and he’s been really helpful. 

“The surface has to be like a carpet 
because we’ve got Saints, Pompey and 
Bournemouth coming to us in pre-sea¬ 
son, and they won’t come again if it’s 
not. 

“It’s costing us a bit to do, but that’s 
all part of going up. What we need now 
is to get in a bit more sponsorship to 
help pay for it.

THERE will be no talk of 
titles and trophies from 
newly-appointed 
Romsey Town boss 
Danny Barker.

“There will always be interest in strikers like 
Simon De’Ath and Ryan Long and good defend¬ 
ers like Ross Gregory and Jamie Thoroughgood. 

“They’re the types I’d like to keep. 

“I’d also like to look to the future and introduce 
some younger players to the club. 

“We’ll be looking out for players who can make 
the step up from lower divisions and if we mix 
them with some of the senior lads, we will hope¬ 
fully have a side that can keep us in a comfort¬ 
able position next season and maybe have a rea¬ 
sonable cup run. 

“There’s a nice family feel at Romsey and I 
want to build on that team spirit and keep foot¬ 
ball as a hobby because that’s what it is. I want 
the lads to enjoy it. 

“Credit where credit’s due, Wayne did a really 
good job here. It’s just a shame I couldn’t play 
more for him. 

“But I’m delighted (chairman) Ken Jacobs has 
showed belief in me by giving me the job.” 

Goalkeeping coach Steve Hollick is staying at 
Romsey on as one of Barker’s two assistant 
managers. 

The other is Carl Bennett, who worked with 
Barker at Colden Common and Bishops 
Waltham. 

With ex-Saint Francis Benali moving on, Ian 
Snelling will co-manage Romsey’s reserves with 
senior player Ben Andrews. 





“Romsey have done very 
well in recent seasons 
under Glenn Burnett and 
Wayne and we’d take that 
year after year,” he said. 

“We’re not looking to do 
anything other than sta¬ 
bilise for the next few sea¬ 
sons.” 

That, though, is not a bad 
thing in Barker’s book. 

With former Wessex

Scannell still had six months of his 
Daggers contract to run and could 
easily have remained in the Football 
League earning the same, if not more, 
money than Eastleigh offered him. 

But, like the many pedigree players 
who have since followed him to 
Stoneham Lane, he was blown away 
by Eastleigh’s ambitions and Bridle’s 
bold promise to deliver Conference 
National and, ultimately, League foot¬ 
ball to the Silverlake. 

Former AFC Bournemouth defend¬ 
er Mitchell Nelson arrived hot on 
Scannell’s heels and then came on- 


loan Aldershot Town striker Bradley 
Bubb who quickly earned hero status 
with a hat-trick against old boss Paul 
Doswell’s Sutton United. 

Bubb went on to contribute ten 
goals in 18 league starts but, with a 
move to Macclesfield rumoured, is 
unlikely to return. 

Not that Spitfires’ fans should be 
unduly worried. Buoyed by Bridle’s 
financial muscle, Baird has added 
two more strikers to the fold from 
opposite ends of the age spectrum. 

In 35-year-old ex-Manchester City 
frontman Lee Peacock they have 
someone who has been there, seen it 
and done in his career. 

And in their first summer signing, 
24-year-old Marvin Williams from 
Salisbury City, they have a player 
who has already had Football League 
experience with Millwall and 
Brentford and is still young and hun¬ 
gry enough to get there again.

EIGHTEEN months after releasing 
Bilal Shafayat, Nottinghamshire 
coach Mick Newell hopes the batsman 
once tipped to be a future England 
star can establish himself at 
Hampshire. 

Shafayat’s signing for Hampshire on 
a one-year contract was a relatively 
low-key affair compared to the unveil¬ 
ing of Glenn Maxwell as the Royals’ 
third Friends Life t20 overseas player 
this week. 

But being in the background - for 
now at least - is perhaps no bad place

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for the 27-year-old as he tries to 
rebuild a career that began with the 
weight of future stardom bestowed on 
his shoulders when he was still at 
school. 

Shafayat was just 16 when he made 
his first-class debut for Notts in 2001. 

He ended that first season by scoring 


72 against Hampshire at Trent Bridge 
and went on to perform impressively 
for England A as he had done as cap¬ 
tain of an England Under-19 side 
including Alastair Cook. 

But it never worked out for Shafayat 
at Trent Bridge. Newell replaced Clive 
Rice as Notts coach in 2002 and with¬ 
in three years Nottingham-born 
Shafayat left for Northants, disaffect¬ 
ed at his lack of opportunities with 
his home county. 

After two years at Wantage Road,

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YOU could forgive Michael Carberry for feel¬ 
ing a little regret at Andrew Strauss’s return 
to form against the West Indies. 

Not a bit of it. 

There were whispers that the England captain’s 
Test career might be drawing to a close after 16 cen- 
tury-less matches and a nondescript start to the 
season with Middlesex. 

Should Strauss or Alastair Cook become unavail¬ 
able to England for any reason, Carberry would be 
a strong contender to add to the one Test cap he 
won against Bangaldesh in March 2010. 

Especially in the form he has been in of late. 

But after following his 122 in the first Test at 
Lord’s with a magnificent 141 at Trent 
Bridge, it is clear there is still life in the 
career of 35-year-old Strauss. 

Carberry, who played his one Test 
while Strauss enjoyed a brief sabbatical 
two years ago, is pleased for his fellow 
left-hander. 

“No-one likes to see another batter 
struggle so it’s nice he’s come through it,” 
he says. “Strauss has done well and fair 
play to him for his two hundreds.” 

Having impressed for the England 
Lions against the West Indies at 
Northampton last month Carberry 
knows what is needed to give him¬ 
self another Test opportunity. 

“During the Lions game the selec¬ 
tors didn’t have that much of a 
chat with me in terms of where I 
stand but I’m at an age 
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now where it’s pretty 
simple. 

“It’s about scoring 
runs and performing 
well for my county. 
Whatever happens, 
happens. 

“If it’s meant to be hopeful- 





ly I’ll be back in an England shirt again before I 
retire. But if not, I’m proud of what I have 
achieved.” 

Like Kevin Pietersen, Carberry is 32 this year. But 
that is a more significant age for a player who has 
not played for England nearly as much as he would 
like. 

“There are a lot of good young players coming 
through,” he continues. “I have to bear in mind 
that I’m coming into a more senior age. 

“Whether the selectors feel I’m still young 
enough to do it, or they have other people in 
mind, who knows. 

“But at this stage of life I just focus on what 
I have to do and stay fit and strong.” 

There is more to Carberry’s role at 
Hampshire role these days. 

“To a degree I’m an ‘uncle’ to the batters - 
t I don’t know how the years have gone so

Shafayat since he was 13. 

“He’s a lovely lad with a nice family 
and a very supportive father in partic¬ 
ular, and I’m hoping it works out for 
him,” continued Newell, whose Notts 
side won a Clydesdale Bank 40 match 
against a Hampshire side minus 
Shafayat at The Ageas Bowl on 
Thursday. 

“He’s a talented player and a lovely 
lad and if he’s got his hunger back 
he’s still got every chance of a career, 
probably more so in the longer form 
of the game.” 


Batting at three, Shafayat made an 
impressive 93 on his Hampshire debut 
against Derbyshire, having initially 
signed on a match-by-match basis. 

“He’s a good top four batter and did 
ok for us before leaving for 
Northants,” said Newell. 

“When he came back he wanted to 
bat lower down but that wasn’t possi¬ 
ble. 

“Opening at Trent Bridge is a pretty 
hazardous profession and he found 
that pretty difficult, but he’s always 
had the ability to play a lot of shots.”

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I spoke to the coaches about going 
back up top over the winter so I have 
the opportunity to score more hun¬ 
dreds because that puts me in good 
stead for further honours,” he 
explains. 

“I really enjoy it there, I was success¬ 
ful there when I started my 
Hampshire career and Jimmy and I 
have batted a lot together over the 
years. It’s a nice combination.” 

Carberry laughs when asked 
whether he will open in the Friends 
Life t20 (Hampshire’s 2010 success 
coincided with his switch to the middle 
order and he has not played a t20 game 
since batting at six when the Royals 
won that summer’s memorable final). 

“You’ll have to talk to Giles [White] 
about that one!” he smiles. “I don’t 
want to speak too far ahead of myself 
but I’m more than happy to bat wher¬ 
ever I’m put.” 

It would certainly make sense for 
Carberry to open alongside Adams 
again in the LV County 
Championship against Kent at 
Tunbridge Wells next week. 

Apart from anything else, it would 
take the heat off the out-of-form Liam 
Dawson (181 runs at 12.9). 

But Carberry is backing his team¬ 
mate to rediscover last year's form. 

"Let’s not forget, Liam did very well 
last year," he said. 

“He’s found it tougher this year, like 
most openers, but we’re constantly in 
his ear pepping him up saying the runs 
will come. 

“We all go through ups and downs 
but Liam’s a good enough player and 
he’s strong enough to come through 
it.”

SO much for 30 being the new 20 and

Kevin Pietersen’s astonishing revelation 
that his retirement from one-day interna¬ 
tionals is due to “the increasing 
demands on my body, approaching 32,” 
is laughable in the current day and age. 

“I think it is the right time to step aside 
and let the next generation of players 
come through to gain experience for the 
ICC World Cup in 2015," Pietersen con¬ 
tinued. 

The current generation? Mark 
Ramprakash must not know whether to 
laugh or cry. 

England’s most technically gifted bats¬ 
man of his generation (I am talking about 
Ramps here, not KP) is so in love with 
the game he played club cricket for 
Stan more CC last weekend as he tries to 
force his way back into Surrey’s side at 
the age of 42. 

We all know Ramprakash is an unful¬ 
filled talent on the biggest stage, but his 
desire to add to his 114 first-class hun¬ 
dreds is extraordinarily 
impressive. 

Pietersen’s 
retirement from 
limited-overs 
internationals 
is also 

extraordinary, 
but not in a 
good way. 

It was easy 
to sympathise 
with Hugh 
Morris, Englanc 
cricket’s 

managing PIETERSEN 

when he said: 

“The ECB is disappointed by the timing 
of Kevin's decision less than four months 
before we defend our ICC World 
Twenty20 title.” 

In fairness, Pietersen wanted to play in 
that tournament before the England and 
Wales Cricket Board insisted on his 
availability for all limited-overs interna¬ 
tionals, or none at all. 

You could understand their point. It is 
difficult enough to juggle three formats at 
the best of times without players picking 
and choosing what form of pyjama crick¬ 
et they play. 

Even players as talented as KP. 

It does not seem that long since he 
was making his outrageous entrance to 
ODI cricket, scoring three centuries in 
five games back in his native South 
Africa. 

His retirement now ensures that he has 
ended his seven-year limited-overs 
career in similar style, following his back- 
to-back centuries at the end of 
England’s series against Pakistan in 
Dubai in February. 

It also means he will not be playing for 
the home side at the Ageas Bowl on 
June 16 (when England begin their one- 
day season against the West Indies). 

But then some things never change ...

ENGLAND are set to spend the lead-up 
to the third Test against West Indies 
assessing how best to prepare for South 
Africa, writes SIMON CARTER. 

It is a dangerous mindset prone to 
criticism. It may also just be good plan¬ 
ning. 

Next week’s third Test at Edgbaston is 
a dead rubber after England again dis¬ 
patched a willing yet limited West Indies 
by nine wickets at Trent Bridge. 

The victory broke a century-old record 
as England claimed a seventh consecu¬ 
tive home series win. 

The last team to beat England on 
these shores was South Africa in 2008. 

The Proteas’ arrival is the top bill of 
the summer. 

The top two Test nations will go head- 
to-head with England's status as the 
best in the world on the line. 

It is hardly surprising then that almost 
immediately after victory was secured in 
Nottingham, thoughts strayed to the 
South Africa series. 

The debate, before the squad is due 
to be named on Sunday, will focus on 
whether to rest some of England's star 
names in preparation for the Proteas. 

Paceman James Anderson is perhaps

the most likely to sit out after complain¬ 
ing of a quad niggle, with England set 
also to assess the wear and tear of 
back-to-back Tests. 

Critics will claim, perhaps correctly, 
that at a time when Test cricket is bat¬ 
tling against disinterest it can not afford 
to rest its crowd pleasers. 

They could also say that the absence 
of those players is a disrespect to West 
Indies and Test cricket itself. 

England are, however, not troubled by 
such notions. 

Indeed, the enterprising style that has 
underpinned the rise of Andy Flower’s 
side to the top arguably means they are 
the ones who are owed a little. 

As captain Andrew Strauss eluded to, 
his side are in the business of winning 
Tests and even should they make 
changes next week, it is not hard to 
imagine they should still have enough to 
beat a deflated West Indies. 

If that also means England’s best are 
kept in cotton wool for the big event of 
the summer, then that too is good for 
interest in the game. 

When the top two teams in the world 
meet, the cricket public want to see 
them at full strength. 

The prospect of England’s bowlers 
taking on Graeme Smith, AB de Villiers, 
Jacques Kallis and Hashim Amla is tan¬ 
talising. 

Then there is the side issue of who 
has the best attack in the world with 
Dale Steyn, Vernon Philander, Morne 
Morkel and ex-Hampshire star Imran 
Tahir set to prove their credentials. 

Like it or not, that is far more block¬ 
buster than what Ravi Rampaul, Shane 
Shillingford and Darren Sammy can pro¬ 
vide. 

If ensuring England are at full throttle 
when South Africa come knocking 
means the public are short changed in 
Edgbaston next week, it seems worth it. 


Hampshire Cricket Spotlight Hfj , 
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SINCE making his Indian Premier League 
debut for the Delhi Daredevils in front of 
a fervent 56,000-strong crowd, he has 
been playing for South Wilts CC in the 
Southern Electric Premier League. 

Now he is looking forward to playing for 
Hampshire in this year’s Friends Life t20 compe¬ 
tition. 

This is the remarkable journey of record- 
breaking Australian Glenn Maxwell. 

The 23-year-old has been registered as the coun¬ 
ty’s third overseas player for this year’s FL t20 
tournament, which Hampshire begin against 
Sussex at Hove on June 14. 

Maxwell is expected to start the tournament 
alongside Simon Katich as Shahid Afridi, his 
Melbourne Renegades teammate, will still be 
playing for Pakistan in Sri Lanka. 

He cannot wait after seeing Hampshire go top of 
their Clydesdale Bank40 group by beating 
Somerset in front of more than 
4,000 at Taunton last week. 

But whatever happens when 
he makes his Hampshire 
debut, it is unlikely to top his 
experience with the Delhi 
Daredevils at this year’s IPL. 

“The week I signed was 
crazy!” smiles Maxwell, a typi¬ 
cally ebullient young Aussie. 

“I’d just been told I could go 
over to Hampshire when Greg 
Shipperd, the Victoria coach, 
rang me to say I was going to 
get a call from Delhi! 

“Two minutes later I got a 
call from Aashish Kapoor, the 
Delhi manager, who said he 
wanted me to get over there 
the following week as they’d 
had a few players drop out 
through injury.” 

Maxwell was soon making a 
memorable IPL debut. 

Batting at four against the 
Kolkata Knight Riders at a 
rocking Eden Gardens, he 
helped Irfan Pathan see the 
Daredevils to a dramatic eight- 
wicket win. 

“That was in front of a seri¬ 
ously amazing crowd of 
56,000,” he enthuses. “It had 
been raining all day, it was 
almost a hurricane and I thought my one game 
was going to be washed out! 

“But at 10pm they took the covers off. 

“The ground was still full, the crowd had stuck 
around for two hours of rain and it was absolute¬ 
ly amazing. 

“I couldn’t hear myself think walking into 
bowl. I was just hoping the ball wouldn’t come to 
me because I couldn’t function! 

“It was an amazing experience, just to be part of 
it playing against guys like [Jacques] Kallis and 
[Gautam] Gambhir, who I’d watched on TV and

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worshipped.” 

Maxwell played for Delhi alongside the likes of 
Virender Sehwag, Morne Morkel and his Victoria 
teammate Aaron Finch. 

Two days later, he was up against a Bangalore 
Royal Challengers side including his hero AB De 
Villiers. 

“I have a few favourite players who I’ve always 
wanted to meet - Brendon McCullum, Eoin 
Morgan and AB De Villiers - and I got to meet 
them all in the space of a week! 

“I’m normally pretty good at that sort of thing 
but I had the jitters. 

“I played against De Villiers in the second game 
and got to bowl against him 
which was ridiculous. 

“I was so nervous bowling to 
him, but got to meet him that 
night and talk to him. 

“I got on so well with guys 
like him and Sehwag, they 
were really welcoming. 

“Talking to them was an 
open forum, I learnt so much. 

“Just rubbing shoulders 
with them was amazing. 

“Sehwag liked the way 
I took the game on like 
him, not backing 
down too much. He 
loved that.” 

Maxwell lost ^ 
his place when 
Kevin Pietersen y 
and Mahela 
Jaywardene 
arrived. 

“They got 
rid of the \ 
little 
guys,” he 
laughs. 

Maxwell hopes for another 
IPL opportunity next year. 
“The hype around it is ridicu¬ 
lous,” he continues. “There’s a 
game every day and so many 


big international superstars playing. 

“Every billboard has an IPL team on it and 
every bus stop had an IPL player on it advertising 
some sort of food!” 

Even Maxwell, a relative unknown, was 
besieged by autograph hunters in India’s cricket- 
crazy capital. 

He has enjoyed the relative obscurity of life in 
Bitterne since his arrival on the south coast. 

Originally, he hoped to begin his Hampshire 
career as a non-overseas player in the LV County 
Championship, courtesy of his UK passport (his 
Plymouth-born dad was in the Royal Navy before 
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emigrating, aged 19). 

Then he realised that that would prevent him 
from adding to the 11 first-class appearances he has 
made for Victoria, his home state. 

So for the last few weeks he has been keeping his 
eye in for Hampshire II and South Wilts CC, for 
whom he scored a 24-ball 46 on debut against the 
Hampshire Academy last month. 

Nine days ago, he raised eyebrows with an aston¬ 
ishing display for Hampshire’s seconds in an ECB 
T20 Knockout game against 
MCC Young Cricketers at 
Shenley. 

He hit 12 sixes in a 31-ball 
hundred, which is 
believed to be a world 
record. 

Incredibly, he needed 
only 11 balls for his sec¬ 
ond fifty. 

“I saw enough balls 
in my area and hit 
them well enough,” 
he says, modestly. 

“It was good to 
get my first t20 
hundred - I just 
had a day out!” 

A country 
boy brought 
up on the 
outskirts of 





Melbourne, 

Maxwell is also a 
useful golfer and sacri¬ 
ficed Aussie Rules to 
' focus on cricket in his 
teens. 

He began to fulful his 
potential when he 
' reached his twenties. 

“That’s when every¬ 
thing clicked and I 
realised what I can 
achieve,” he says. 

Sixteen motnhs ago, 

Maxwell hit the fastest 
one-day fifty in 
Australian domestic 
cricket. 

In only his sixth one-day 
game for Victoria, Maxwell 
1 blitzed a 19-ball half-century that beat David Hookes’ 
20-year-old record, from 21 balls. 

And Maxwell’s was an innings under big pressure. 
Batting at number eight, he walked to the wicket 
with his side 157-6 needing another 102 from 70 balls to 
beat Tasmania.

Maxwell, whose previous best score 
smashed his side back into the contest. 

When he was out, for a 27-ball 61, Victoria ‘only’ 
needed 18 from 11 balls. Last-wicket pair Peter Siddle 
and Jon Holland got them. 

A month later, in only his second first-class game for 
Victoria, Maxwell made a 74-ball 63 in the first 
innings of a Sheffield Shield game against South 
Australia at the MCG, before hammering his maiden 
first-class hundred - an unbeaten 103 off 118 balls - in 
the second innings. 

Maxwell could also be an 
overseas option for 
Hampshire in the LV County 
Championship, should injury 
sideline Katich at any stage. 

With a first-class average of 
45.3 from 11 Sheffield Shield 
appearances for Victoria, he 
is well capable of transfer¬ 
ring his skills to the longer 
form. 

But it is in the shorter 
fomats where he has forged 
his reputation. 

He also has an internation¬ 
al tournament success to his 
name, having helped 
Australia to 2010 Hong Kong 
Sixes success. 

In a remarkable final, he 
helped Australia defeat 
Pakistan by two wickets. 

Batting first, Pakistan rat¬ 
tled up an astonishing 132-5 
from their five overs. 

Even more amazingly, 
Australia won with two balls 
to spare, Maxwell blazing a 
15-ball 34 - including three 
sixes - alongside fellow open¬ 
er David Warner (35 off 11 
balls). 

Now he is hoping to light 
up The Ageas Bowl with his 
clean hitting. 

He has been here once 
before, but that was as a 
paying spectator. 

“I played club cricket in 
Norfolk in 2008 and at the 
end of that summer I came 
over to watch Hampshire 
win a 40-over game against 
Durham, who [Shivnarine] 
Chanderpaul was playing 
for. 

“Little did I know I’d be back here four years 
later! 

“It’s pretty weird the way things happen.” 

If his past achievements are anything to go by, 
Maxwell’s Ageas Bowl debut will be worth the gate 
money.

NOT many members of the 
public can say they have 
played at St Mary’s. 

And I’m sure no-one else has done 
so with a footballing CV that includes 
the might of Royale Marine FC and 
Testwood Baptist Church reserves.

We were given use of the home 
changing room but the slate 
remained clean on Nigel Adkins’ tac¬ 
tics board, which we had more use 
for as a towel rail. 

Although we are not the first ‘away’ 
side to have lost heavily at St Mary’s, 
even Saints have only scored six 
there once before (against Tranmere 
Rovers in the League Cup back in

October 2002). 

But this was about the experience, 
not the result. 

Well, that’s what we told each 
other. 

At least now I can say I’ve played 
on the same beautiful surface graced 
by AFC Stoneham and Bush Hill FC 
in this year’s Southampton Senior 
Cup final. 

The last time I walked on the St 
Mary’s turf was as one of thousands 


as Saints celebrated promotion a 
month ago. 

I had also walked up and down the 
tunnel before. But doing so with a 
notebook and pen is not the same as 
hearing the clatter of studs underfoot 
as you make your way out on to the 
turf. 

Apart from the intense heat (the 
temperatures felt oven-like at pitch 
level), the first thing that strikes you 
as you walk out of the tunnel is the 
sheer size of the St Mary’s pitch. 

Even with a squad of 20 and rolling 
substitutes, just getting through the 
90 minutes was suddenly a daunting 
prospect. 


Sadly for one teammate, the match 
was over before it began. 

Just as he was explaining how his 
physio had given him the all-clear, he 
attempted to connect with a ball in 
the warm-up and promptly aggravat¬ 
ed an Achilles tear. 

Football can be very cruel some¬ 
times. 

There were other injuries (admit¬ 
tedly, we weren’t the best condi¬ 
tioned side) but despite the ridicu¬ 
lous temperatures, no-one went 
down with heat exhaustion. 

Thanks to copious supplies of 
Hildon Water, we stayed hydrated 
and had good reason to furnish the 


urinals used by Adkins and co. 

The conditions meant we played at 
1970 World Cup pace, but there the 
similarities ended. 

We wore yellow and blue, but did 
not play like Brazil. 

And I did not do a very good imper¬ 
sonation of Richard Chaplow down 
the right flank, with two of the goals 
down to my failure to track back. 

We trailed 3-0 at half time and it 
was soon 6-0 following two goals that 
Rickie Lambert would be proud of. 

But at least we grabbed a couple of 
consolations. 

The first was priceless to the 
goalscorer, who netted in front of the 
Northam Stand, where he has a sea¬ 
son ticket. 

Based in Chilworth, aap3’s payroll 
is packed with Saints fans and they 
generously made room for three 
lucky competition winners to share 
in a memorable day. 

Our players had travelled from as 
far as Cardiff while our best player 
picked up the man-of-the-match 
award having flown in from Cuba on 
the morning of the game. 

We even played with a Pompey fan 
who had the audacity (as well as the 
bravery, given the heat) to wear his 
side’s colours underneath his Saints 
shirt. 

Back in the Markus Liebherr 
Lounge, our token Pompey fan then 
won the signed Saints shirt in the 
post-match raffle! 

It helped raise more than £1,000 for 
the Saints Foundation, completing a 
productive end to an enjoyable after¬ 
noon.

THE Southern Electric Premier 
League is bracing itself for its 
popular Sunday afternoon 
twenty20 knockout competi¬ 
tion to be plunged into further 
chaos. 

If tomorrow’s weather forecast 
holds true, five second round ties 
could be washed out, leaving compe¬ 
tition organisers with another 
headache, writes MIKE VIMPA- 
NY. 

It is already way behind schedule. 

This season’s t20 seemed destined 
to be fraught with problems from 
the outset. 

The ECB directed all 26 of its 
accredited Premier Leagues to get 
their domestic t20s done and dusted 
by mid-July so their own nationwide 
competition - in which the winner of 
each plays - could be played in 
August and finished in time for the 
Sky televised final at Edgbaston in 
early September. 

It meant the SPL’s Electric Cup 
competition having to be shoe¬ 
horned into an early season start 
and completed by July 19 - a month 
earlier than the Premier League 
wanted. 

Cue the appalling weather at the 
start of the season - and chaos! 

Even now, two of the 15 first round 
ties have still to be played - and 
won’t be for a week or two yet, due to 
the likes of Havant and South Wilts 
going well in the ECB’s Kingfisher 
Cup and Paultons in the village com¬ 
petition. 

“It’s a nightmare scenario,” says 
SPL chairman Paul Thompson. “We 
need every available Sunday from 
now on to get the competition fin¬ 
ished. It is already one round behind 
schedule and if the weather forecast 
is right - and fingers crossed it’s 
wrong - there will be even more re¬ 
arranging to be done.” 

Bar and refreshment income from 
Sunday afternoon Electric t20 Cup 
ties are now critical for recreational 
cricket clubs sent into financial 
meltdown by the loss of income by 
the welter of pre and early season 


postponements. 

The likes of Sarisbury Athletic (v 
Ventnor) and Totton & Eling, who 
host the travelling Hook Army 
(Hook & Newnham Basics) will 
make tomorrow's scheduled home 
ties a party affair. 

“We’ve got a DJ lined up, the bar 
open and food laid on. Twenty20 


days are always good occasions at 
the Linden Oval,” says Totton 
Sports Club manager Simon 
Preston. 

Totton, like Sarisbury Athletic, 
will get several hundred people 
watching the home ties at their 
grounds - and that equates to vital 
revenue across the bar and refresh¬ 


ment counters. 

If the weather holds, Hartley 
Wintney will play Lymington on the 
historic Cricket Green tomorrow, 
and the much fancied Hampshire 
Academy go to St Cross Symondians 
for a 2pm start. 

The other t20 tie sees Fawley take 
on 2010 Electric Cup winners, 


Bashley (Rydal) at Holbury. 

* It’s county semi-finals day in the 
Yorkshire Tea Village Cup tomor¬ 
row, with Easton & Martyr Worthy 
facing Longparish, and Paultons 
playing Ropley at Whitemoor Lane. 

Across the county boundary, 
Rowledge are favourites to beat

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LONDON 2012 OLYMPICS COUNTDOWN 



It will be 
tough for 
McMillan 

BOTH Great Britain sides know they 
will have to pull off a massive shock 
to reach the quarter-finals of this 
summer’s Olympic handball compe¬ 
tition. 

The men, led by Serb Dragan 
Djukic and likely to contain Dan 
McMillan from the New Forest, have 
arguably the toughest challenge. 

They were drawn in the same 
group as reigning champions 
France, current silver medallists 
Iceland, Argentina and Tunisia, who 
both handed out a recent thrashing 
to GB, and Sweden. 

Spain, Croatia, Hungary, Serbia, 
Denmark and South Korea made up 
Group B. 

Oddly, it was Djukic that chose 
which group his side would go in as 
the host nation had the privilege of 
deciding who to play once the rest 
of the teams had been drawn. 

However, Djukic’s desire to play 
against two non-European sides 
swayed his decision. 

“It was our plan from the begin¬ 
ning to pick the group with two non- 
European sides in,” he said 

"If you have to choose between 
playing Denmark, one of the

strongest teams on the planet, or 
Argentina, then every coach in the 
world would pick Argentina. 

“I would have preferred Korea but 
not everything is like a fairytale. 

“But I am happy, our wish is to 
compete and make one of the 
biggest ever surprises in handball. 

“I hope the boys believe we can 
play against them. We have to play 
against France who are Olympic 
and world champions and that is 
going to be hard. 

“But if we get through that experi¬ 
ence we have a chance. For me, the 
quarter-finals is a dream.” 

The women may make a better fist 
of it and will harbour realistic hopes 
of making the knockout stages of 
the competition after Jesper 
Holmris also opted to send his side 
into Group A to face Montenegro, 
Russia, Croatia, Brazil and Angola. 

Norway, Spain, Denmark, France, 
Sweden and Korea are in Group B. 

GB famously beat African champi¬ 
ons Angola in November's test 
event at the Copper Box and that 
was the reasoning behind the 
Dane’s choice. 

GB did not even have a handball 
team prior to London being award¬ 
ed the Games in 2005 and both 
teams were put together with the 
intention of competing this summer.

Faulds: I just cannot wait 


HAMPSHIRE’S Richard 
Faulds has just about 
seen it all during his long 
Olympic shooting career, 
but accepts taking aim at 
a home Games in London 
will be unique.

Faulds added: “London 
will be extra special. 

“It is a great opportuni¬ 
ty for friends and family 
who would otherwise 
maybe not have the 
chance to see us perform 
at an Olympic level. 

“Also, it is a great 
opportunity for us to 
open this up to a whole 
new audience. 

“With the event being 
where it is, hopefully it 
will be a sell-out and give 
the chance to promote 
the sport to a wider 
range of people who may 
not have experienced it 
before.” 

Dorset’s Peter Wilson is 
the current world num¬ 
ber one, setting a new 
world record at the 


World Cup in Tucson ear¬ 
lier this year, and will 
compete alongside Faulds 
in the double trap. 

The 25-year-old 
Dorchester sharp-shoot¬ 
er, who won the 2011 
World Cup and European 
Championship title, is 
relishing the opportunity 
to shine at London 2012. 

“I have been training 
relentlessly for the last 
six years just to have this 
opportunity, and it really 
is a dream come true,” he 
said. 

“Having a crowd of any 
size right behind you is 
always very special, but 
it’s going to be such a 
boost to have the home 
nation behind me. 

“Thankfully I tend to 
raise my game when it 
matters.” 


Shirley the best ever! 


DOUBLE Olympic cham¬ 
pion Shirley Robertson 
believes Great Britain’s 
London 2012 sailing 
team is the best she has 
ever seen. 

The 16-strong squad, 
which boasts four former 
gold medallists, goes into 
this summer’s Games with 
the weight of expectation 
firmly on their shoulders. 

Sailing remains one of 
Britain’s most fruitful 
Olympic pursuits, and their 
success in the sport is unri¬ 
valled on the world stage. 

Cowes-based Robertson, 
who won gold at Sydney 
and Athens, said: “It’s the 
strongest team we’ve ever 
seen, for sure. 

“It’s rare that you can 
look at all the disciplines 
and say they all could 
medal. 

“We’ve never been in that 
position before.” 

Shoo-in 

Headlining the Skandia 
Team GBR squad is three¬ 
time Olympic champion 
Ben Ainslie. 

Robertson believes the 
Lymington-based superstar 
is a shoo-in for a fourth gold 
medal, and a third in the 
Finn class. 

“I think even if Ben broke 
his leg he could probably 
still win gold,” she said. “He 
wouldn’t agree with that, 
but he could. 

“His biggest battle was for 
the British place (against 
Giles Scott). He’s way ahead 
in that fleet. 

“I’m not saying winning 
gold is easy, but his big bat¬ 
tle was last year to win that 




place.” 

Robertson also has high 
hopes for Southampton- 
born Iain Percy, who 
already has two Olympic 
golds to his name. 

He will compete in the 
Star class alongside 
Andrew Simpson, who won 
in Beijing with Percy, as the 


duo seek revenge on the 
Brazilian pair that 
snatched the world title 
from them earlier this 
month (May). 

“Iain Percy is always 
either first or second,” said 
Robertson. “A big battle 
with Robert Scheidt from 
Brazil and I think we’ll see 
him again doing well.” 

Former Southampton 
Solent University student 
Paul Goodison, who will 
defend the Laser crown he 


won in Beijing this sum¬ 
mer, rounds off the list of 
former Olympic champi¬ 
ons. 

But Robertson is just as 
enthused about the crop of 
young stars coming 
through, such as newly 
crowned 470 world champi¬ 
on Hannah Mills, who sails 
with Saskia Clark. 

“You see in this team, 
there’s not just the oldies 
who have won before, but 
there’s a whole new crop,” 


said the 43-year-old, who 
will front the BBC’s 
Olympic sailing coverage. 

“For example, Hannah 
was youth world champion 
and she’s been nurtured 
from a young age. She’s 
used to winning, she’s used 
to racing at a high level, so 
even though she’s really 
young she’s used to per¬ 
forming. 

“There’s a whole load of 
them who are that age who 
are ready to medal.”

BEN Ainslie has the shoulders 
to burden the weight of expec¬ 
tation and clinch a fourth 
Olympic gold medal this sum¬ 
mer. 

That is the view of British sailing 
chief Stephen Park, writes GER¬ 
ARD MEAGHER. 

Lymington-based Ainslie, 35, will 
compete at his fifth Olympics in 
Weymouth having seen off stiff 
competition from domestic rivals 
Giles Scott and Ed Wright to seal 
the sole British London 2012 spot in 
the Finn class. 

The standard-bearer of British 
sailing, Skandia Team GBR sailor 
Ainslie is synonymous with 
Blighty’s Olympic success on the 
waters and after a silver at Atlanta 
1996 he has won gold in Sydney, 
Athens and Beijing. 

With the Olympics returning to 
the capital for the first time in 64 
years, the pressure on nine-time 
world champion Ainslie to succeed 
off the south coast intensifies fur¬ 
ther, especially after he was victori¬ 
ous at last summer’s London 2012 
test event. 

But Park, who received an OBE 
for guiding Great Britain to a 
record-breaking medal haul of six 
at Beijing 2008, is convinced the 
hype is water off a duck’s back for 
Ainslie. 

“Ben will take all of the expecta¬ 
tion in his stride,” said Park. 

“He’s a four-time Olympian and 
he’s been there before and has dealt 
with the additional interest and 


pressure that has steadily built as 
he’s become more successful. 

“He will without a doubt focus 
first and foremost on his perfor¬ 
mance on the water and when he’s 
off it he’s a most and mild man¬ 


nered individual and focused on the 
task in hand. 

“I’ve no doubt at all that he is 
focused on the task of winning gold 
and his shoulders are perfectly 
broad enough to deal with added 


interest and the trappings of being 
a successful athlete. 

“All the sailors know what they 
need to do and we’re putting in 
place the support that they need to 
perform to their potential.” 

Having overseen a British team 
that garnered four gold medals, a 
silver and a bronze at Beijing 2008, 
and with home advantage on his 
side this time around, predictions 
that even more will follow at 
London 2012 are to be expected. 

Park is urging caution, however, 
and instead setting his sights on a 
minimum of four medals - bemoan¬ 
ing the fact that he is not able to 
pick Scott and Wright as well in the 
hope that Ainslie would lead a 
British 1-2-3. 

“The fact that we are medal com¬ 
petitive in 100 per cent of events, 
across the ten Olympic events, is 
fantastic and it’s pretty unheard 
of,” he said. 

“It would be better if they were all 
world champions running into the 
Olympics but let’s be realistic, 
there is no other team in the world 
that’s fielding medal contenders in 
every event.

Nick aims 
to go out 
on a high 

NICK DEMPSEY is only too aware that the 
wind will be taken out of his sails after 
London 2012, and he’s dropped a major 
hint that’s it’s now or never if he’s to add 
Olympic gold to his cluttered medal col¬ 
lection. 

The 31-year-old will see his RS:X wind¬ 
surfing event removed from the Olympic 
schedule after this Games, and after fin¬ 
ishing fourth at Beijing 2008, he’s desper¬ 
ate to ensure he doesn’t miss out again. 

Dempsey has demonstrated his form 
this year, finishing second at the World 
Championships in March, and he has pre¬ 
vious at the London 2012 venue in 
Weymouth, scooping world gold back in 
2009. 

Next week Dempsey will embark on his 
final dress rehearsal off the English south 
coast, locking horns with his Olympic 
rivals at the 2012 Skandia Sail for Gold 
Regatta. 

And while Dempsey, who won Olympic 
bronze at Athens 2004 in the Mistral class, 
admits he’s not yet reached his peak, he’s 
not about to let any of his rivals steal a 
march in Weymouth. 

“It should be a harder fleet next week 
than at the Olympics, everyone going to 
the Games will be there, plus a few others 
so it’s a perfect test for us,” he said. 

“It’s a good chance to get a look at your 
rivals, you get the chance to have a look 
at them in training but not all together in 
the same place like this is going to be. 

“You have to put your ego on the line 
and race flat out next week, and if you 
don’t win it you have to deal with the con¬ 
sequences. 

“If you win it, it’s a massive confidence

builder and great way to get one over your 
rivals. 

“But I don’t think I'm quite ready to win 
yet, there’s still work that needs to be 
done.” 

Dempsey is the first to admit that he 
found finishing fourth in Beijing a bitter pill 
to swallow and it has been the driving 
force behind pursuing an assault on 
London 2012 while wife and doubles 
Olympic gold medallist Sarah Ayton has 
since called time on her career. 

With kiteboarding replacing windsurfing 
on the Rio 2016 programme, it remains to 
be seen what the future holds. 

But for the time being, all that concerns 
Dempsey, is ending his Olympic windsurf¬ 
ing career on the top of the podium. 

“The gold medal is it, my life is made if I 
can do it. It’s exciting, I don’t need any 
motivation but make no mistake I'm ner¬ 
vous as well,” he added. 

“This is as big as it gets, and it’s going 
to be my last Olympics windsurfing. 

“It’s just unbelievable, this is as could as 
it could ever be, my last Olympics as a 
windsurfer, in front of a home crowd, 
going for gold, it’s amazing.”

I can pile pressure on Daley 


ISLE of Wight star Kelly Sotherton has 
defended Jessica Ennis over criticism 
of her weight and backed the Sheffield 
athlete to win heptathlon gold at this 
summer’s Olympics. 

Ennis went into the Hypo meeting in 
Gotzis last weekend to the backdrop 
of bizarre reports that a senior figure at 
UK Athletics had labelled her “fat”. 

She answered any critics with a 
British record score of 6,906 points, 75 
more than Denise Lewis’ previous 
mark and 83 in excess of her own per¬ 
sonal best. 

And Sotherton, looking ahead to the 
Games in London, “she will (get gold), 
it’s going to be tricky but she’s got 
every attribute to win gold. 

“She looks like she’s coming good at 
just the right time, she got a personal 
best and beat Denise Lewis' British 
record. 

“She’s such a strong personality and 
having that home crowd is only going 
to help her.” 

On the claims over Ennis' weight, 
Sotherton added: “She is bigger, but 
she’s not fat. She’s strong, she’s a 
much stronger-looking athlete, and I 
bet come the Olympics she will look 
amazing. 

“In two months’ time, the stress and 
the worry and shaping up for the 
Olympics, she will be even smaller. 
She’s so tiny. I do think it’s a bit 
uncalled-for, the ‘fat’ jibes." 


SOTHERTON ENNIS 

Sotherton, Ennis’ predecessor as 
Britain’s heptathlon golden girl, pub¬ 
licly announced her retirement last 
weekend after injury ended he own bid 
to qualify for London. 

She said: “I had prolapsed discs two 
years ago and it was always a 50-50 
chance of me making the Olympics. 

“I had to make sure I gave myself the 
chance of making it, I didn't want to 
have any regrets. 

“I probably could have just run (the 
400 metres) this year and been safer, 
and could maybe have just scraped 
into the team for the relay, but it 
wouldn’t have been what I wanted to 
do. 

“I find just doing one event a bit bor¬ 
ing. When you’ve had a life of doing 
seven events, it’s less interesting just 
running round a track.” 

Retirement brings the curtain down 
on a career highlighted by bronze 
medals at the Athens Olympics and 
the 2007 World Championships in 
Osaka and a Commonwealth title in 
Melbourne in 2006. 

In the pentathlon, Sotherton won sil¬ 
ver at the World Indoors in Valencia in 
2008 to go with European Indoor sil¬ 
vers in Madrid from 2005 and 
Birmingham from 2007. 

She said: “I was a natural runner and 
jumper, throwing was pretty hard. Even 
though I got to grips with the shot-put, 
the javelin was hard. 

“It let me down in quite a few cham¬ 
pionships and I could have won a hat¬ 
ful of medals. 

"But I think I’ve had a distinguished 
career. 

“If you’d have said before I started, 
‘would you like all these medals?’, I’d 
have said ‘yes please!’.” 




OLYMPIC platform champion 
Matthew Mitcham believes his 
presence in London this summer 
will add further pressure on home 
favourite Tom Daley. 

Mitcham was included in 
Australia's diving team this week 
despite failing to meet the selection 
criteria following nine months out 
with injury. 


The 24-year-old broke the Chinese 
dominance in Beijing four years 
ago and, after building up his prepa¬ 
rations over the past three months, 
thinks he can return to the podium. 

With China's world champion Qiu 
Bo and Lin Yue likely to claim a 
medal that would seemingly leave 
Mitcham in a shoot-out with Daley, 
who scored a personal best 565.05 as 


he won the European title this 
month. 

“People don't expect me to defend 
my title because I have been out of 
the pool for almost a year,” 
Mitcham told reporters. 

“I feel that is working to my 
advantage. I believe I can win gold 
again in London. I've done it before 
and know what it takes. 


“(And) poor Tom. He's got the 
pressure at being at a home Games 
-1 don't envy the position he is in. 

“Tom is one of the best in the 
world, but the Chinese are still the 
best in the world. 

“I'm just concerned about myself 
and my preparation. 

“That's all I can control - how I 
dive.”

Waterfield has backed 
the teenager to win gold at this 
summer’s London Olympics. 

Daley has sprung into medal con¬ 
tention in the past three months 
after a timely return to his best. 

The 18-year-old former world 
champion has finished no lower 
than second in his past five major 
international meets, culminating in 
him reclaiming the European plat¬ 
form title in Eindhoven recently. 

Daley managed that with a per¬ 
sonal-best 565.05 - a total that 


would have 
won him gold in 
Beijing four years 
ago. 

‘What a great perfor¬ 
mance from Tom at the 
European Championships - 
he’s on his best form and in 
some ways I’m sorry I wasn't there 
to see it (and give him a bit of extra 
competition),” said Southampton- 
based Waterfield, who missed the 
meet with a neck injury. 

“I’m definitely tipping him for a 
medal and if he carries on like this 
it will be gold.” 

Waterfield, an Olympic silver 
medallist in 2004 at Athens along¬ 
side Leon Taylor, believes his part¬ 
nership with Daley can spur both 
on to greater heights at the 
Olympics. 

The pair will join forces in the 


platform synchro - where they are 
expected to challenge for the 
medals - before going head-to-head 
in the individual. 

“People sometimes ask if it's 
strange to be on a team with Tom 
for the synchro but then 
competing against him in ' 
the individual. To be hon ' 
est I don’t see it as a con¬ 
flict,” said Waterfield, who 
beat Daley at last year’s 
British Championships. 

“"I want him to dive well 
when he’s with me - we both 
benefit if either one of us ups 
their performances. 

“Both of us are going to push each 
other towards that top spot." 

Waterfield revealed his neck com¬ 
plaint had left him in hospital last 
week while Daley was winning in 
Eindhoven. 



The 31-year-old has struggled 
with injuries over the past six 
months - to throw some doubt over 
whether he can stay fit to join Daley 
in London. 

“While Tom was dazzling at 
the Euros, I was lying flat on 
my back on a hospital 
bed,” he said. 

“It was quite a terrifying 
experience because I need¬ 
ed an injection right into 
my spine to ease the neck 
injury that’s been ham¬ 
pering me. 

“It was one big needle 
and the worst thing was I 
could see it going in on the x-rays. 

“Apart from the pain from the big 
hole in my skin where the injection 
went in, things are feeling better so 
touch wood I’ll be injury free for 
the run-up to London."

LUKE Patience believes that he and 
Stuart Bithell will be a hard team to 
beat in the 470 class at the Olympics, 
writes GORDON SIMPSON. 

The duo will compete in their first 
ever Games when they take to the 
water in Weymouth at London 2012. 

They already have a world champi¬ 
onship silver medal to their names, 
from 2009, and are confident they have 
the ability to go one better this sum¬ 
mer. 

“There’s very little that can happen 
now in terms of physical improve¬ 
ments,” said Scotsman Patience.

“It’s one of the tougher classes and 
there’s some very strong teams out 
there. 

“What I’m most confident about is 
that mine and Stuart’s best perfor¬ 
mance is good enough to win gold, 
and that’s a great position to be in.”

The memory of plunging into 
those cold waters off Salcombe, in 
Devon, as a teenager is nagging 
away at me as I head to the Isle of 
Wight for the launch of the 2012 
Aberdeen Asset Management

I’m off to meet four of Great 
Britain’s top medal hopes for this 
summer’s London Games. 

And I’m not just there to inter¬ 
view them - I am also sailing with 
one of them.

After a better start to race two, in 
which I’m now in charge of the jib 
sail, pulling on the ropes to try and 
keep us moving at speed, and Ruth 
is at the controls, we cruise home 
into second. 

By the time the Royal Yacht 
Squadron’s cannon signals the 
start of the third race, we’re practi¬ 
cally experts, carving through the 
water and tacking sharply, as we 
weave in and out of the other boats 
and shipping traffic in the Solent. 

The whole experience is exhila¬ 
rating - particularly the moment 
where we are sailing just inches 
from one of our rivals as we 
approach the finish line - and pro¬ 
vides a spectacular insight into just 
why the Aberdeen Asset 
Management Cowes Week is so 
popular. 

Once again, we end in second - 
amazingly, giving us gold overall. 

So, I ask Luke, how did I do? 

“You won,” he says. “You’re only 
as good as your last race, you can’t 
teach a winner to do better than 
win. I would retire on that if I were 
you.” 

So, no late call up to the Olympics, 
it seems, but at least I now carry a 
happier sailing memory with me. 

And I certainly look forward to 
returning to Cowes in August, 
when hopefully Luke and Co will 
be there to show off some brand 
new Olympic gold medals.

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BONFIRE can prove too hot for short- 
priced favourite Camelot in the 
Investec Derby at Epsom on Saturday. 

Aidan O'Brien’s Camelot is bidding to fol¬ 
low in the hoofprints of Sea The Stars 
three years ago by adding the premier 
Classic to his earlier victory in the 2000 
Guineas, 

However, Andrew Balding’s Bonfire can 
spoil the party and help his trainer emu¬ 
late his father Ian, who famously sent out 
the great Mill Reef to victory in 1971. 

Bonfire certainly has something to find 
on the bare figures with Camelot but he 
will be having just his fourth career start 
here and remains on an upward trajectory. 

Winner of a Salisbury maiden last 
September, Bonfire inspired enough confi¬ 
dence in connections to justify stepping 
him up to Group One level in France the 
next time. 

He looked better than the bare form of his 
third place suggested as Bonfire managed 
to find trouble in running before staying 
on again. 

Soft ground forced Balding to miss an 
intended debut at Chester this term, but 
being forced to wait for better ground in 
the Dante at York worked out well as 
Bonfire was all class on the Knavesmire. 

He battled it with the race-fit Ektihaam 
that day and while Bonfire appeared to 
have to pull out all the stops, he was well in 
control at the line and might not have been 
quite as all-out as was first thought. 

Many watchers felt his attitude that day 
counted against him as he was a little 
reluctant to go down to the start but he 
knuckled down well when it mattered and 


whatever quirks he does have, they do not 
seem to affect him in a race. 

Of course there must be some doubts 
about his pedigree as his sire Manduro 
showed his best up to ten furlongs, but he 
was also good enough to win the Prix Foy 
over a mile and a half and his sire, 
Monsun, was certainly not lacking for sta¬ 
mina. 

Only two of the nine runners have actu¬ 
ally won over the trip so there is a question 
mark over the majority, but Jimmy 
Fortune is shrewd enough to utilise his 
mount’s strengths and snatch the glory. 

Masked Marvel finished eighth in the 
Derby last year but he can go a fair few 
places better in the Diamond Jubilee 
Coronation cup. 

John Gosden’s charge went on to land the 
St Leger last September but he hardly 
looks an out-and-out stayer, so middle dis¬ 
tances appear to be his forte. 

An ill-advised crack at the Arc should be 
forgiven as Gosden fully admits it was a 
mistake on his behalf to run while the 
trainer has also stated Masked Marvel was 
in dire need of his seasonal debut at 
Newmarket last month. 

The four-year-old finished a long way 
behind A1 Kazeem in Group Two company 
that day but the easy ground was against 
him and after racing prominently, his 
lengthy winter break began to tell. 

Masked Marvel is expected to strip much 
fitter this time and it will be a surprise if he 
is not challenging for top honours. 

Bear Behind is the choice in the Investec 
Specialist Bank “Dash” while Euxton Hall 
can emerge victorious in the Investec 
Woodcote Stakes. 



WINNING TEAM? Bonfire and Jimmy Fortune. 


AS EPSOM prepares to officially 
launch the beginning of the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions today, here we look at five of 
the best horses to have run for Her 
Majesty: 

AUREOLE 

Almost gave Her Majesty a fairytale victory in the 
Derby in Coronation year of 1953 when he was sec¬ 
ond to Pinza. 

Trained by Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, he was also 
fifth in the 2000 Guineas and third in the St Leger. 

He went on to be the best older horse in Europe in 
1954 with victories in the Coronation Cup, Hardwicke 
Stakes and King George VI And Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 

PALL MALL 

Also trained by Boyd-Rochfort, he took the 1958 2000 
Guineas to be the first Classic winner bred by Her 
Majesty. He justified the decision to keep him in train¬ 
ing as a four-year-old by enhancing his reputation 
with victory in the Lockinge Stakes. 

HOPEFUL VENTURE 

Unraced as a two-year-old, he made a successful 
racecourse debut in the Wood Ditton Stakes before 
going on to greater things. 

Second for the Noel Murless stable in the St Leger, he 
went on to become a high-class older horse, winning 
the Ormonde and the Hardwicke Stakes. 

He also claimed the scalp of subsequent Arc hero 
Vaguely Noble in the 1968 Grand Prix de Saint-Cloud. 
HIGHCLERE 

Trainer Dick Hern got her ready to win the 1000 
Guineas on her seasonal debut in heart-stopping fash¬ 
ion by a short head from Polygamy, who went on to 
lift the Oaks. 

Highclere bypassed Epsom for the French Oaks (Prix 
de Diane) and is the only horse to win both races. She 
was also second to Dahlia in the King George and 
Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

DUNFERMLINE 

This filly made the Queen’s Silver Jubilee year of 1977 
extra special with victory in not one Classic, but two. 
She won the Oaks despite suffering interference in 
running and then went on to Doncaster for the St 
Leger where she inflicted the only defeat on Alleged. 
She was also a creditable fourth behind that horse in 
the Arc.
